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NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Registered    Sellers    in    Liverpool. — The 

annual  report  of  ^  the  Liverpool  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  gives  the  number  of 
names  on  the  list  of  registered  sellers  of 
poisons  as  450. 

Petrol  Pump  Immobilisation  Ended. — 
The  Minister  of  Fuel  announced  recently 
that  the  nightly  immobilisation  of  petrol 
pumps  which  has  been  required  as  a  pre- 
cautionary measure  under  the  powers 
conferred  by  the  Petroleum  (No.  3)  Order, 
1940,  can  now  be  discontinued. 

Safeguarding  of  Industries  Exemption 
Order. — From  September  13,  1944,  to 
June  30,  1945,  the  following  are  exempt 
from  Key  Industry  Duty :  Emetine, 
emetine  bismuth  iodide,  emetine  hydro- 
bromide,  and  emetine  hydrochloride.  The 
Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  928)  is  avail- 
ble  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
ne  penny. 

Scientific  Service  for  Navy. — The  Admir- 
alty has  announced  the  formation  of  a 
Royal  Naval  Scientific  Service,  in  order 
o  make  provision  for  the  Navy's  needs 


"in  the  fields  of  research,  experimental 
design,  and  development."  The  new  service 
will  be  staffed  by  personnel  now  forming 
the  Admiralty  Scientific,  Technical,  and 
Chemical  Pools,  at  present  working  under 
the  Director  of  Scientific  Research,  who 
will  be  the  head  of  the  new  service. 

Child  Health  Institute. — The  Trustees  of 
the  Nuffield  Foundation  have  decided  to 
allocate  ;^io,ooo  per  annum  for  a  period  of 
ten  years  for  a  chair  of  Child  Health  in  the 
University  of  London.  The  offer  has  been 
accepted.  The  allocation  will  enable  a 
post-graduate  institute  on  child  health  to 
be  created  for  teaching  and  research  work 
on  all  aspects  of  child  health.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  institute  shall  be  associated  with 
the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Great 
Ormond  Street,  and  the  obstetric  depart- 
ment of  the  British  Post-graduate  Medical 
School,  Hammersmith  Hospital. 

Bath  N.P.U.  Branch. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Bath  Branch  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  held  on'  September  6, 
Branch  rules,  as  drafted  by  the  N.P.U. 
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Executive,  with  certain  amend  merits  sug- 
gested by  the  local  executive,  were  adopted. 
Action  was  deferred  on  the  suggested 
formation  of  a  joint  committee  of  local 
medical  men  and  pharmacists.  A  resolution 
was  passed  :  "  That  the  Bath  Branch  of  the 
N.P.U.  considers  that  the  support  already 
given  by  chemists  to  the  Proprietary 
.\rticles  Trade  Association  ought  to  ensure 
restriction  of  the  sale  of  all  medicinal 
P.A.T.A.  lines  to  registered  pharmacies." 

Market  Authorities  and  Medicine  Stalls. — 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  northern  section.  Associa- 
tion of  Municipal  Market  Authorities, 
attention-  was  directed  to  a  High  Court 
decision  that  a  person  could  not  sell 
"patent"  medicines  from  an  outside  stall. 
The  decision  was  interpreted  to  mean  that 
permanent  stalls  were  treated  as  shops, 
but  trestles  and  board  stalls  could  not  be 
regarded  as  shops  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  Members 
asked  for  a  clarification  of  the  point  be- 
cause, if  stalls  were  let  for  this  type  of 
business,  the  owner  of  the  market  would 
be  aiding  and  abetting  in  a  breach  of  the 
law.  It  was  felt  that  each  local  authority 
should  be  guided  by  its  own  legal  advisers. 

Civil  Defence  Duties  Modified. — Daylight 
fireguard  duties  throughout  the  country 
ceased  on  September  12.  In  a  large  part 
of  Britain  firewatching  during  blackout 
hours  also  is  suspended.  London  is  one  of 
the  areas  in  which  night  guards  will  remain 
until  further  notice.  Fireguards  in  the  City 
of  London  are  being  instructed  that  in 
future  they  should  be  available  for  duty 
during  blackout  hours  at  two  minutes' 
notice  when  the  alert  is  sounded.  Sector 
pcjints,  block  points  and  fii-e  posts  need  not 
l)e  manned  unless  gunfire  is  heanl.  Liability 
for  fire  brigade  duties  during  and  outside 
working,  hours  and  for  civil  defence  duties 
during  working  hours  will  continue  until 
noon  on  Sunday,  October  i.  The  public  in 
those  towns  in  which  the  full  scheme  re- 
mains in  force  are  being  notified  locally.  In 
agreement  with  the  Home  Secretary,  and 
Minister  of  Home  Security,  the  Minister  of 
Labour  and  National  Service  announces 
that  the  issue  of  directions  to  persons  to 
undertake  part-time  service  in  the  civil 
<lefence  general  services,  the  National  Fire 
Service,  and  the  p(  )lice  has  been  discontinued . 

Glasgow  Health  Exhibit.  -  An  illustrated 
account  has  been  published  of  a  civic 
exhibition  that  is  being  hekl  in  the  Glasgow 
art  galleries  from  August  2.2  until  Sep- 
tember 30.    Each  department  of  the  Cor- 
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poration  has  a  stand,  and  a  feature  of  the 
Health  Department's  exhibit  is  a  section 
headed  "The  Central  Pharmaceutical  De- 
partment," which  is  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  S.  G.  Home,  M.P.S.,  the  Corporation's 
chief  pharmacist.  The  department,  part 
of  the  hospital  services,  controls  the  drugs, 
chemicals,  antitoxins,  vaccines,  dressings, 
surgical  instruments  and  other  medical 
requirements  for  the  hospitals,  country 
homes,  day  nurseries,  district  dispensaries, 
maternity  and  child-welfare  centres,  school 
clinics  and  medical  services  of  the  city,  and 
includes  a  specially-constructed  room  for 
the  preparation  of  sterile  solutions  for  blood 
transfusions,  local  and  general  anaesthetics, 
and  the  like.  Six  enlarged  })hotographs  in 
the  exhibition  show  the  ])harmaceutical 
staff  carrying  out  assays,  filling  ampoules, 
etc.  xA  showcase  shows  a  range  of  sterile 
products,  and  a  second  a  range  of  sulphon- 
amides,  with  showcards  indicating  their  uses. 

Blackcurrant    Syrup    and    Puree. — The 

Ministry  of  Food  announces  that  arrange- 
ments have  now  been  made  similar  tc 
those  for  last  year  to  provide  blackcurrant 
syrup  and  puree  for  sale  through  retai 
chemists  for  children,  invalids  and  person^ 
in  need  of  additional  vitamin  C.  The 
Ministry  intends  the  word  "children"  t< 
have  a  wide  application,  and  to  include 
all  children  up  to  eighteen  years  of  age 
who  hold  a  green  ration  book,  R.B.  i,  01 
a  blue  ration  book,  R.B.  4.  The  manu- 
facturers and  the  National  Pharmaceutica 
Union  are  co-operating  with  the  Ministrj 
to  ensure  that  the  products  are  sole 
only  to  the  above-mentioned  classes  o 
consumer.  Approximately  the  same  quan 
titles  will  be  available  as  last  year.  Owinj 
to  the  higher  price  of  fruits  this  year,  th( 
retail  prices  of  syrup  and  puree  will  b< 
increased  as  from  October  i,  when  th< 
retail  prices  of  the  syrup  will  be  2s.  8d.  o

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


A.  Significant  Address 

The  recent  address  of  the  secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Cardiff 
[pp.  251,  280)  will  no  doubt  form  a  basis 
for  discussion  at  many  meetings  during  the 
:oming  autumn,  as  you  have  indicated 
[p.  275).  Mr.  Linstead's  parliamentary  ex- 
perience has,  happily,  not  infected  him  with 
the  style  that  has  been  called  platformulary, 
md  with  most  of  what  he  has  so  lucidly 
3xpressed  there  will  be  general  agreement. 
My  few  remarks  on  the  address  are  confined 
to  two  points.  The  first  is  the  average  cost 
ji  dispensing  a  prescription.  The  instructive 
igures  cited  on  p.  280  show  that  the 
dispensing  of  8,000  prescriptions  per  annum 
involved  a  "salary  bill"  amounting  to 
IS.  2d.  per  prescription.  In  the  article  by 
Mr.  John  Netherway  in  your  issue  of 
December  13,  1919,  a  pharmacy  was 
postulated  as  having  an  annual  output  of 
7,000  dispensed  prescriptions.  An  analysis 
jf  overhead  charges  and  other  costs 
resulted  in  the  finding  that  the  dispenser's 
salary  averaged  lod.  per  prescription  and 
;he  overhead  charges  lod.  (The  cost  of 
ngredients  and  the  retailer's  profit  do  not 
'oncern  us  here.)  A  "salary  bill"  of  is.  2d. 
md  estimated  overhead  charges — not  less, 
t  may  be  assumed,  in  1944  than  in  1919 
—amount  to  2S.  I  put  forward  this  con- 
lideration  without  comment. 

'  Into  a  Code  " 

The  second  point  I  desire  to  raise  registers 
I  doubt.  On  p.  252  we  read  :  "  Much  might 
)e  achieved  through  a  body  such  as  the 
society's  Statutory  Committee,  gradually 
;ranslating  the  best  of  public  opinion  in 
)harmacy  into  a  code  by  its  decisions." 
^fter  reading  again  the  relevant  sections 
)f  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  of  1933 
md  the  rules  of  the  Statutory  Committee 
LS  printed  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Calendar,  I  see  no  reason  to  modify  my 
dew  that  the  primary  function  of  the 
Committee  is  a  penal  one,  namely,  the 
learing  and  determining  of  cases  of  alleged 
)rofessional  misconduct.  The  proceedings 
»f  the  Committee,  accordingly,  should  have 
—and,  I  trust,  are  having — the  effect  of 
milding  up  a  valuable  body  of  case  law. 
t  is  difficult  to  see  any  close  connexion 
letween  legal  decisions  and  an  ethical  code 
erived  from  "the  best  of  public  opinion 
a  pharmacy,"  though  historians  may  be 
ble  to  trace  a  philosophical  connexion 
•etween  changes  in  public  opinion  and 
hanges  in  the  making  and  interpretation 


of  laws.  The  generalisation  alluded  to 
seems  to  have  inspired  the  next  sentence 
on  p.  252,  contrasting  statutory  regulation 
with  "the  good  sense  of  the  pharmaceutical 
body  acting  through  the  Central  I^harmacy 
Board  and  Statutory  Committee."  Tlie 
Central  Pharmacy  Board  has  not  yet  been 
created ;  but  surely  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee is  strictly  tied  by  statutory  regula- 
tion, and  can  only  function  within  its 
assigned  limits. 

In  Fours 

The  arbitrary  arrangement  of  substances 
and  concepts  in  groups  of  four  was  firmly 
established  in  med'cal  sy.stems  for  several 
centuries.  The  mention  of  tetrapharmaciim, 
P.L.,  1746,  in  the  article  "Seen  in  Cross- 
Section"  in  your  issue  of  September  2  has 
prompted  a  distinguished  correspondent  to 
place  some  notes  on  this  subject  at  my 
disposal.  The  P.L.  combination  of  wax, 
resin,  pitch  and  oil  may  well  be  associated 
with  the  four  ancient  humours — blood, 
phlegm,  yellow  bile  and  black  bile.  In  the 
same  way  early  London  Pharmacopoeias 
divided  sixteen  semina  into  four  groups — 
calida  maiora,  calida  minora,  frigida  maiora 
and  frigida  minora.  The  four  greater  hot 
seeds  (seeds  of  anise,  caraway,  cumin  and 
fennel)  were  used  by  the  physicians  of 
Myddvai  in  1233.  The  "quatuor  semina 
frigida  maiora"  (seeds  of  melon,  pumpkin, 
gourd  and  bottle  gourd)  have  a  perennial 
interest,  as  in  India  they  are  still  sold  in 
the  bazaars  for  use  as  a  cooling,  diuretic 
and  strengthening  remedy.  In  Tehran, 
Persia,  there  is  a  mixture  called  "chahar- 
tukmah,"  meaning  "the  four  seeds."  This 
is  composed  of  the  seeds  of  plantago, 
alyssum,  cordia  and  quince.  These  mucila- 
ginous seeds  are  sold  as  a  tonic  and  for 
diarrhoea.  In  the  Punjab  and  Yarkand, 
according  to  Aitchison,  a  mixture  of  four 
seeds  is  called  "kam-parah"  (kam  —  little 
or  deficient,  and  parah  =  a  portion), 
suggesting  that  the  four  seeds  combined 
make  up  the  whole  or  perfect  remedy. 
The  lozenges  of  Gordonio,  official  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis  of  161 8,  con- 
tained the  four  greater  and  the  -four  lesser 
cold  seeds,  together  with  about  twenty  other 
ingredients :  the  formula,  reproduced  in 
facsimile  in  your  issue  of  November  20, 
1937,  occupied  nearly  a  column  in  the  1618 
version.  Gordonio  was  a  French  physician ; 
he  flourished  about  the  end  of  the  thirteenth 
century.  The  idea  of  quaternary  remedies 
survives  in  "all  fours."  Xravser

Barbiturate  Suicides. — A  verdict  of 
suicide  while  the  balance  of  his  mind  was 
disturbed  was  returned  at  an  adjourned 
inquest  at  Chatham,  recently,  on  Francis 
Miles,  Gillingham,  an  ex-Army  officer,  who 
died  after  taking  Amytal  tablets. — A  sui- 
cide verdict  was  returned  at  Walsall  re- 
cently on  Ethel  May  Vann,  who  died  as  a 
result  of  barbiturate  poisoning.  It  was 
stated  that  she  had  been  taking  sleeping 
tablets  from  a  box  containing  twelve,  seven 
of  which  could  be  accounted  for. 

Disinfectant  and  Sleeping  Tablets. — At 
Salisbury,  recently,  the  coroner  returned  a 
suicide  verdict  on  Mrs.  E.  A.  Payne,  Salis- 
bury, who  died  after  drinking  disinfectant 
and  taking  sleeping  tablets.  A  post-mortem 
examination  revealed  the  presence  of  about 
lialf  a  pint  of  corrosive  poison.

South  Harrow,  took  his 
life  while  the  balance  of  his  mind  was 
disturbed,  was  recorded  at  Wealdstone, 
recently.  Wilson  died  from  prussic  acid 
poisoning,  and  a  police-officer  stated  that 
It  his  home  were  found  126  bottles  of 
poisons  and  chemicals. 
Explosion  from  Broken  Ether  Bottle. — 
West  Bromwich,  recently,  a  verdict  of 
accidental  death  was  recorded  on  Miss 
Nora  Gwenneth  Keartland;  Wolverhampton, 
d  thirty-four,  who  died  from  burns 
received  in  the  dispensary  at  Hallam  hos- 
pital on  July  3.  With  another  dispenser 
Miss  Ruth  Tench,  aged  twenty-two)  Miss 
Keartland  was  unpacking  goods  when  one 
Df  the  crates  knocked  against  a  large  bottle 
3f  methylated  ether  and  broke  it.  While 
the  two  women  were  mopping  up  the.  floor 
there  was  a  violent  explosion  and  the  dis- 
pensary was  enveloped  in  flames.  Miss 


Keartland  died  shortly  after  from  severe 
burns,  and  Miss  Tench  remains  dangerously 
ill.  There  were  stated  to  be  no  naked  lights 
in  the  room  at  the  time,  and  the  cause  of 
the  explosion  was  thought  to  be  a  spark  from 
an  electric  steriliser.  A  police-sergeant 
stated  that,  on  the  advice  of  a  Home  Office 
explosives  expert,  the  suppliers  of  the 
goods  had  been  instructed  that  highly 
inflammable  goods  should  in  future  bs 
packed  separately  and  suitably  labelled. 
The  coroner  expressed  the  hope  that  a 
statutory  regulation  would  be  made  to 
prevent  highly  inflammable  products  from 
being  packed  with  non-inflammable  goods.

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EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 


Belgian  Congo  Quinine. — Quinine  plan- 
tations, started  in  the  Belgian  Congo  just 
before  the  outbreak  of  war,  are  understood  to 
be  now  producing  quinine.  Some  of  the 
material  is  expected  to  be  available  for 
export  to  the  United  Nations. 

U.S.  Penicillin  for  War  Fronts. — A  con- 
signment of  penicillin  weighing  3|  tons, 
from  the  Kansas  City  Medical  Centre, 
U.S.A.,  has  been  flown  from  Montreal  to 
the  Middle  East  and  European  theatres  of 
war  by  Royal  Air  Force  Transport  Com- 
mand. It  was  packed  so  that  air  circulation 
at  the  high  altitudes  at  which  it  was  flown 
would  act  as  a  refrigerator. 

Leprosy  Control  in  Nigeria. — Colonel 
Oliver  Stanley  (Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies)  has  approved  a  grant  of  ;^258,ooo, 
under  the  Colonial  Development  and 
Welfare  Act,  1940,  to  finance  a  five-years' 
scheme  to  improve  leprosy  control  in 
Nigeria.  The  programme  will  be  carried 
out  in  close  co-operation  with  the  mission- 
ary organisations  and  the  British  Empire 
Leprosy  Relief  Association. 

Canadian  Director  Honoured. — Mr.  Hugh 
McPherson,  vice-president  and  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturing company  of  Ayerst,  McKenna  & 
Harrison,  Ltd.,  was  the  guest  of  honour  at 
a  testimonial  dinner  given  to  him  by  his 
associates  in  the  firm  at  the  Mount  Royal 
Hotel,  Montreal,  recently.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  company's  board  of  directors 
since  its  formation  in  1924. 

Digitalin  Offer  Rejected. — According  to  a 
report  published  in  the  "Daily  Sketch" 
recently,  an  offer  from  a  Swedish  source  to 
supply  digitalin  Nativelle  at  £80  per  gm. 
(an  increase  of  400  per  cent,  on  the  pre- 
war price)  was  rejected  by  the  Ministry  of 
Economic  Warfare.  It  was  afterwards  dis- 
covered to  have  been  prompted  by  the  then 
German  controllers  of  the  French  factory  at 
which  the  preparation  is  manufactured. 

No  Civilian  Penicillin  in  South  Africa. 
The  Director-General  of  Supplies,  South 
Africa,  has  issued  a  statement  that  no 
penicillin  is  available  in  South  Africa  except 
for  military  uses,  but  information  from 
overseas  Governments  is  that  any  allocation 
made  available  to  civilians  in  those  countries 
will  lead  to  South  Africa's  receiving  a 
share.  No  penicillin  of  the  type  reserved 
for  military  use  can  be  manufactured  at 
present  in  South  Africa  owing  to  lack  of 
plant.  A  filtrate  of  Penicillium  notatum  is 
being  manufactured  in  the  L^nion,  but  it 


is  a  weak,  impure  solution  that  can  be  used 
only  externally ;  the  filtrate  is  unstable,  often 
becoming  inert  within  twenty-four  hours. 

Shortage  of  Quinidine  Predicted. — Officers 
of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  have 
issued  a  warning  about  a  coming  shortage 
in  the  supply  of  quinidine.  Economy  in  its 
use  is  enjoined  on  Canadian  medical  prac- 
titioners, in  order  to  conserve  sufficient 
supplies  for  the  treatment  of  cardiac  dis- 
orders. The  notice  points  out :  "Quinidine 
is  approaching  short  suppl3^  not  only  in 
Canada  but  also  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  the  United  States.  Prospect  of  in- 
creased supply  is  not  bright." 

Indian  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Protest. 

— In  the  course  of  a  telegraphic  communica- 
tion addressed  to  the  Commerce  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government  of  India,  the 
Committee  of  the  Indian  Chemical  ]\Ianu- 
facturers'  Association,  Calcutta,  has  pro- 
tested against  the  importation  of  certain 
heavy  chemicals  into  that  country.  The 
Committee  makes  the  claim  that  the 
requirements  of  the  country  in  heavy 
chemicals  could  be  fully  met  from  indi- 
genous production  if  the  Government  made 
available  to  the  industry  sufficient  supplies 
of  basic  materials,  fuel,  etc.,  and  afforded 
adequate  transport  facilities.  It  points 
out  that  the  Government  is  importing 
several  chemicals,  e.g.  alumina  ferric, 
sodium  thiosulphate,  zinc  chloride,  etc., 
although  indigenous  manufacturers  find  it 
hard  to  dispose  of  their  production. 

Saline  Solution  as  Plasma  Substitute.— 

The  Surgeon-General  of  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  stated  in  an  inter- 
view witli  the  "New  YorJv  Times"  recently 
that  there  was  a  possibility  that  special 
solutions  of  common  salt  and  other  sodium 
salts  might  some  day  be  used  as  substitute.^ 
for  plasma  in  treating  the  wounded  and 
those  suffering  from  burns.    Referring  to  a 
technique  developed  by  Dr.   Sanford  M. 
Rosenthal  (National  Institute  of  Health), 
which  involves  the  use  of  special  sodium-salt 
solutions  to  relieve  burn  shock  in  mice,  | 
he  said:  "If  it  proves  successful  in  human  ! 
cases,  we  may  have  a  substance  to  alleviate 
shock  in  wounded  or  burned  men,  which  is 
easier  to  obtain  and  easier  to  administer  inii 
combat    than    blood    plasma."  IsotonicH 
sodium  lactate  solution  was  administered  toH 
thirty-five  burn  patients  at  Harlem  Hospital.D 
including  twenty  persons  suffering  fromO 
third-degree  burns ;    no  plasma  was  used.H 
but  there  were  no  deaths.  H 
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VALUATION  OF  GOODWILL 


Normally,  the  asset  which  it  is  most 
difficult  for  any  business  man  to  vahie  is 
goodwill.  It  is  well  known  what  is  meant 
by  the  word,  but  it  is  impossible  to  give  an 
exact  definition  thereof.  It  has  been  defined 
as  "the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  good 
name,  reputation  and  connexion  of  a 
business.  It  is  the  attractive  force  which 
brings  in  custom.  It  is  the  one  thing  which 
distinguishes  an  old-established  business 
from  a  new  business  at  its  first  start."  And 
also  that  it  is  "nothing  more  than  the 
probability  that  the  old  customers  would 
resort  to  the  old  place."  The  only  time 
when  a  value  can  be  definitely  placed  upon 
"oodwill  is  when  it  has  been  purchased 
from  a  third  party,  for  example,  in  the  case 
ot  a  company  buying  the  goodwill  of  the 
business  of  partnership  or  sole  trader,  but 
this  is,  of  course,  the  cost  price  and  no 
indication,  after  a  number  of  years,  of  the 
resulting  value,  especially  in  war  conditions 
vith  their  restrictions  and  rationing. 

'rice  on  a  Recognised  Basis 

Difficult}'-  arises  when  it  is  necessary  for 
goodwill  to  be  valued  on  the  sale  of  a  busi- 
less.  The  price  is  always,  of  course,  that 
vhich  the  purchaser  will  pay  and  the  seller 
iccept,  and  it  depends  upon  a  number  of 
actors,  such  as  the  period  for  which  the 
)usiness  has  been  established,  the  locality 
n  which  it  is  situated,  the  trend  of  turnover 
ind  profits,  and  the  possibility  that  these 
nay  decrease  through  new  competition  in 
he  vicinity,  whether  the  seller  will  agree 
lot  to  open  in  competition,  etc. ;  but  in 
lormal  circumstances  the  price  for  the 
goodwill  should  be  fixed  on  a  recognised 
)asis. 

'rofits  Rather  Than  Turnover 

For  the  trader,  the  basis  of  turnover  is 
isually  of  no  assistance,  especially  as 
mprofitable  transactions  might  be  included 
tnd,  consequently,  regard  has  to  be  had 
o  the  profits.  For  any  business  which  is 
naking  a  reasonable  profit,  there  should  be 
10  difficulty  in  obtaining  at  least  two  years' 
mrchase  of  such  profits;  but  the  proper 
)asis  of  valuation,  in  all  cases,  is  that  of 
'super  profits,"  that  is,  on  the  basis  of  a 
lumber  of  years'  purchase  of  the  profits, 
iter  charging  all  expenses,  a  reasonable 
alary  to  the  proprietor,  working  partners  or 
lirectors,  and  interest  on  capital  and 
.llowing  for  any  special  circumstances.  The 
'aluation  would,  therefore,  be  as  shown  at 
lead  of  adjoining  column  : —

The  value  of  the  goodwill  is,  therefore, 
normally  ten  years'  purchase  of  this  figure, 
i.e.,  10  X  £^70  =  £4'7oo. 

This  would  compare  with  £^,687  if  the 
goodwill  had  been  based  on  two-years' 
purchase  of  the  net  profits  as  shown  above. 
The  goodwill  would,  of  course,  be  divisible 
amongst  the  partners  in  the  ratio  in  which 
they  shared  profits.  For  example,  assuming 
the  sharing  of  profits  was  on  the  basis  of : 
A,  -i  ;  B,  f  ;  C,  ^,  it  would  be  as  follows  : — -

Finally,  the  whole  question  of  goodwill, 
being  of  the  utmost  difficulty,  should  be 
approached  with  the  greatest  caution  and, 
upon  the  sale,  or  purchase,  of  any  business, 
careful  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
value  to  be  placed  thereon.

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EDINBURGH  BRANCH  DISCUSSES  N.H.S. 


A  MEETING  of  the  Edinburgh  and  South- 
eastern Scottish  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on 
September  3,  Mr.  W.  A.  Beattie  in  the  chair. 
Explaining  the  calling  of  a  meeting  on  a 
Sunday,  the  Chairman  said  the  branch 
committee  recognised  the  necessity  for 
discussion  of  the  vital  question  of  the 
proposed  National  Health  Service,  and 
realised  the  difficulties  of  transport  under 
war-time  conditions  during  the  week. 
Introducing  Mr.  A.  A.  Meldrum,  who 
opened  the  discussion,  Mr.  Beattie  said 
that,  besides  being  a  past-chairman  of  the 
Aberdeen  Branch  of  the  Society,  president 
of  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, and  a  member  of  the  executive 
council  of  the  vScottish  Pharmaceutical 
Federation,  Mr.  Meldrum  was  the  only 
Scottish  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  well  known 
as  a  practising  pharmacist  in  Aberdeen. 
Mr.  Meldrum 's  address  is  summari.sed 
below. 

Position  Prior  to  Insurance  Acts 

When  the  first  National  Health  Insurance 
Acts  were  conceived,  the  problems  facing 
pharmacy  were  as  novel  as  they  were 
enormous.  Organisation  as  known  today 
was  almost  non-existent,  and  to  the  stal- 
warts on  whose  shoulders  fell  the  respon- 
sibilities of  launching  this  form  of  phar- 
macy, their  successors  of  today  owe  a 
great  debt.  The  results  of  their  attempts 
to  contribute  to  the  machinery  and  working 
of  the  Acts  may  not  have  been  all  that  they 
themselves  would  have  desired.  Neverthe- 
less, great  credit  must  be  accorded  to  them 
for  the  achievements  attained.  When  it  is 
taken  into  account  that  they  probably 
started  out  with  data  from  the  Friendly 
Societies,  with  their  meagre  pence  for  the 
medicine  bottle,  it  is  all  the  more  surprising 
that  pharmacists  have  progressed  so  far. 
Today,  a  material  difference  exists.  Organ- 
isations "fall  over  each  other"  in  their 
endeavours  to  collaborate  in  framing  mem- 
oranda on  the  subject.  This  is  as  it  should 
be,  provided  such  efforts  are  properly 
guided  and  genuinely  inspired.  Happily 
members  have  still  with  them  .several 
well-known  and  trusted  men  with  con- 
siderable experience  in  these  affairs.  If 
the  views  of  pharmacists  who  will  have  to 
face  the  workings  of  the  new  laws  are  also 
taken  into  account,  a  long  way  will  have 
been  traversed  towards  obviating  the  many 
anomalies  in  existing  conditions. 


What  is  the  situation  that  faces  phar- 
macy? In  a  nutshell,  the  whole  prospect 
of  the  craft  may  be  remoulded  in  the  imme- 
diate future,  and  members,  by  their  actions, 
wil)  be  judged  by  coming  generations  of 
pharmacists.  It  behoves  them,  therefore, 
to  "gang  warily,"  and  not  engage  in  any 
wild-cat  schemes  or  untried  formulas 
without  due  consideration.  Little  promin- 
ence has  been  given  in  the  White  Paper  to 
the  pharmaceutical  requirements,  and  no 
doubt  such  a  position  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  in  a  scheme  such  as  the  one  under 
discussion  the  supply  of  medicaments  may 
be  regarded  as  of  lesser  importance  than 
the  medical  and  hospital  aspects.  It  is  true 
that  reference  is  made  to  consultation  w  ith 
other  groups  of  people  in\  ()]\  ed.  This  is 
the  only  (opening  on  which  pharmacists  can 
proceed  to  build  up  their  case.  The  pro- 
posed legislation  involves  a  National  Health 
Service,  including  a  complete  and  compre- 
hensive pharmaceutical  service  for  almost 
the  whole  population.  Obviously  such  a 
service  cannot  be  made  to  suit  the  phar- 
macist. Rather  the  pharmaci.st  must  fit 
into  a  scheme  that  will  be  of  national 
application  as  regards  conditions  and 
standards.  Pharmacists  entering  the  ser- 
vice Avill  be  under  contract  to  observe  such 
conditions  and  standards,  which  thus 
become  of  supreme  importance.  Members 
ought,  therefore,  to  get  in  at  the  very  first 
stages. 

System  of  Control 

Obviously  some  system  of  control  will 
be  necessary.  A  little  has  been  heard 
about  Commissions  and  Boards  of  Control, 
but  it  matters  little  what  they  are,  or  will 
be,  called.  What  is  of  real  importance  i.« 
that  practical  and  practising  pharmacists 
should  be  adequately  represented  on  any 
such  bodies.  The  ^linister  is,  of  course, 
answerable  to  Parliament,  and  citizens  in 
Scotland  have  their  own  Secretary  of  State 
with  his  Department  of  Health.  Within 
this  Department  there  is  a  subdepartment 
which  deals  with  matters  pharmaceutical. 
In  simple  words,  the  subdepartment  ha^^ 
been  for  many  years  the  system  of  central 
control,  and  it  is  here  that  some  big  im- 
provement may  be  hoped  for.  Is  it  too  much 
to  ask  that  duly  elected  representatives  ol 
pharmacy  should  be  appointed  to  such  a 
body?  The  White  Paper  indicates  a  board 
for  doctors,  and  something  of  a  similar 
nature  may  be  envisaged  for  pharmacists. 
Such  a  body  will  be  constituted  by  govern- 
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mental  appointment  of  some  full-time  men, 
and  this  may  not  meet  with  pharmacists' 
approval.  An  important  war-time  problem 
h^s  been  well  solved  by  the  splendid  work- 
ing of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War 
Committee.  Constituted,  as  this  body  is, 
from  all  parties  concerned,  its  findings  are 
more  or  less  automatic.  A  body  on  some- 
what similar  lines  may  best  suit  the  new 
purpose,  i.e.,  a  body  comprising  represen- 
tatives of  the  Department  of  Health,  phar- 
macists, and  lay  members.  Such  a  body 
would  have  executive  powers  subject  to 
ministerial  control,  and  on  it  pharmacists 
would  have  direct  representation  by  demo- 
cratic election.  All  subsidiary  bodies  and 
committees  would  be  subject  to. its  workings 
and  all  co-ordinated  in  a  national  sense. 
On  this  most  important  subject  everything 
else  hinges.  Having  considered  it  and,  it 
is  hoped,  agreed  upon  it,  or  upon  some 
measure  of  it,  the  scheme  should  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Government  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

present  Handicaps 

What  alternative  have  members  ?  There 
s  a  fairly  persistent  call  for  a  mere  exten- 
sion of  present  N.H.I,  conditions.  It  is 
true  that,  so  far  as  it  could  go,  the  Standing 
"ommittee  has  done  admirable  work,  but 
;ime  and  again  it  has  found  itself  up  against 
I  stone  wall.  The  committee's  functions 
lave  been  mainly  advisory,  the  decisions 
"esting  with  persons  almost  entirely  without 
pharmaceutical  experience  or  responsibility, 
iurely  pharmacists  will  not  be  content  to 
■emain  in  such  a  state  of  submission.  Some 
)f  the  existing  queries  with  which  the  con- 
Tacting  pharmacist  is  faced  are: — 

Is   the    patient    actually    an  N.H.I. 

patient  ? 

Does  he  reside  in  the  area  proper  to 
the  form  issued?  (An  amendm.ent  in 
regard  to  this  matter  is  pending.) 

Is  the  substance  ordered  allowable  for 
payment  ? 

Is  the  doctor's  signature  acceptable  to 
the  Insurance  Committee  ? 

Why    do    certain    Committees  allow 
certain  items  while  neighbouring  Com- 
mittees disallow  them? 
None  of  these  should  be  a  matter  for 
he  dispenser,  and  under  proper  control 
:ach  could  quite  easily  be  delegated  to  the 
)roper   quarter.       They   are,    of  course, 
elatively  small  matters,  but  one  of  the 
greatest  travesties  of  fair  play  is  the  indi- 
vidual contract  entered  into  by  a  pharma- 
ist  with  Insurance  Committees,  whereby  he 
)inds  himself  to  be  available  for  certain 


hours,  without  any  corresponding  compen- 
sation in  the  nature  of  amount  of  remunera- 
tive work  or  retention  fee.  In  other  words, 
private  business  has  had  to  subsidise  N.H.I. 

Alternatives  to  Insurance  Committees 

Insurance  Committees  as  they  now  exist 
are  to  go.  What  is  to  take  their  place,  so 
far  as  pharmacists  are  concerned?  One 
alternative  is  that  local  authorities  will 
play  a  prominent  part  in  the  new  scheme. 
How  can  pharmacists  expect  due  considera- 
tion from  such  bodies,  already  overloaded, 
without  adequate  representation  ?  Surely, 
by  far  the  best  method  would  be  to  strike 
out  for  new  ideas  and  call  for  a  system  of 
controlling  bodies, on  which  persons  actively 
engaged  on  the  job  shall  have  a  reasonable 
say  in  their  management.  What  can  phar- 
macists themselves  do  to  deserve  just 
consideration  from  Government  quarters  ? 
Much  can  be  done-  and  will  require  to  be 
done.  Conditions  which,  at  the  moment, 
are  almost  entirely  under  pharmacists'  own 
control,  are  not  too  encouraging.  A  phar- 
macist, as  such,  ought  to  be,  by  his  training 
and  qualification,  the  equal  of  his  fellows. 
Yet  there  are  instances  where  scripts  for 
tablets  and  such  ready-to-hand  medica- 
ments are  readily  met,  while  less-easily- 
handled  items  like  pills,  cachets,  supposi- 
tories, emulsions  and  ointments  are  quietly 
passed  on  to  some  more  conscientious 
neighbour.  There  are  contractors  who, 
without  any  qualms,  shut  on  Sundays  and 
half-days,  and  leave  to  their  colleagues  the 
disturbance  of  after-hours  dispensing.  Yet 
all  are  allowed  the  same  rate  of  remunera- 
tion. 

Security 

Some  security  for  those  who  really  pro- 
vide a  good  service  will  also  be  necessary. 
The  question  of  indiscriminate  opening  of 
pharmacies  is  thorny,  and  will  have  to  be 
approached  carefully,  but  some  system  of 
control,  not  only  of  opening  but  of  trans- 
ference, is  at  once  desirable  and  essential. 
The  siting  of  businesses  is  also  vital.  It 
may  be  necessary  to  consider  whether  the 
usual  shopping-centres  are  the  best  and 
only  sites  for  pharmacies.  Maintenance  of 
desirable  premises  is  essential,  as  is  also 
the  provision  of  adequate  utensils  and 
equipment  necessary  to  maintain  a  service 
creditable  to  a  National  Health  Service  and 
to  the  profession.  All  these  matters  are 
of  some  urgency,  otherwise  the  individual 
pharmacist  will  be  unable  to  meet  the 
claims  of  a  certain  class — hospital  phar- 
macists— to  be  the  only  persons  who  can 
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compet'intly  fill  the  bill.  They  are  on  strong 
ground.  Let  pharmacists  in  business 
strengthen  their  position  accordingly.  It 
is  essential,  moreover,  that  the  points  of 
view  of  employees  should  be  considered. 
Recent  strides  towards  unity  in  their 
organisations  are  welcome,  and  employee 
pharmacists  can  contribute  materially  to 
the  deliberations. 

Practising  Pharmacists'  Views 

The  Chairman  said  that  seldom  had 
members  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to 
an  addrqss  couched  in  such  clear  terms  and 
containing  so  many  bald  truths.  It  was 
vitally  necessary  to  obtain  the  opinion  of 
the  "  man-in-the-street " — in  other  words, 
the  practising  pharmacist — on  the  points 
raised  by  Mr.  Meldrum,  and  he  would 
therefore  throw  open  the  meeting  for 
discussion. 

Mr.  a.  Robertson,  North  Berwick, 
asked  how  the  ordinary  pharmacist  could  be 
expected  to  bring  his  small  shop  up  to  the 
standard  likely  to  be  necessary  under  the 
proposed  scheme  without  some  form  of 
subsidy.  Would  he  be  guaranteed  a  turn- 
over that  would  enable  him  to  repay  his 
subsidy? — The  Speaker  replied  that  there 
were  circumstances  in  which  pharmacists 
would  require  to  be  subsidised  to  some 
extent.  There  was  a  precedent  for  this  in 
the  medical  profession  where,  in  some 
sparsely  populated  parts  of  the  country, 
the  medical  service  was  carried  on  almost 
entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  Government. 

Mr.  a.  Currie,  Leith,  was  confident  that 
the  suggested  pharmaceutical  service  could 
quite  easily  be  discharged  by  the  average 
pharmacist  in  business,  and  it  was  mem- 
bers' duty  to  frame  a  yjolicy  for  submission 
to  the  authorities,  expressing  readiness  to 
undertake  the  pharmaceutical  side  of  the 
Health  Service  Scheme  and  setting  forth 
the  terms  of  remuneration  they  would 
require  on  account  of  their  qualiticaliDU 
and  the  services  they  were  able  to  render. 
He  did  not  quite  approve  the  setting-up  of 
health  centres  because  he  I'elt  that,  in 
certain  districts,  these  would  eliminate 
])rivate  pharmacies.  —Mr.  Melurum  agreed 
that  pharmacy  was  well  able  to  carry  on  the 
present  conditions  of  service  and  to  take 
the  strain  of  a  more  comprehensive  scheme 
than  they  had  today.  But  that  did  not 
apply  to  the  whole  of  the  country.  Some 
people  were  apprehensive  about  the  initia- 
tion of  the  scheme.  In  Scotland,  pharma- 
cists would  require  to  be  careful  that  the 
conditions  ancl  the  application  of  tlii^^ 
ser\-icc  were  not  dow  n-graded  to  meet  tiic 


lower  standards  pertaining  in  some  places. 
He  regretted  that  Mr.  Currie  did  not  accept 
his  contention  that  the  terms  of  service 
depended  almost  entirely  on  what  service 
would  be  required  of  pharmacy  and  that, 
until  they  were  aware  of  what  A\'ould 
be  required  of  them,  it  Avould  be  foolish 
to  rush  in  with  an  offer  of  terms  to 
the  Government.  It  was  the  accepted 
opinion  on  every  hand  that,  as  clinics  had 
been  such  a  menace  to  pharmacists  in  the 
past,  pharmacists  should  insist  that,  wher- 
ever such  institutions  were  established,  the 
medicaments  should  be  issued  to  the  public 
under  prescription.s  to  be  taken  to  the 
chemists  wherever  they  were. 

Mr.  J.  Bateman,  Edinburgh,  said  the 
fact  that  the  \Vhite  Paper  de\-oted  only 
eleven  lines  to  the  pharmaceutical  aspect 
of  the  Health  Service  might  indicate  that 
the  authorities  despised  the  chemist,  or 
that  they  feared  him  I  He  was  certain  the 
Government  wanted  from  pharmacists  a 
statement  as  to  what  they  would  accept 
as  the  basis  of  a  pharmaceutical  service. 
He  advocated  that  they  should  tell  the 
Government  they  were  willing  to  "play 
ball"  and  to  run  the  finest  pharmaceutical 
service  ever  conceived — under  certain  con- 
ditions. The  conditions  concerned  remu- 
neration. He  would  like  to  put  forward  the 
following  five  resolutions  of  whicli.  as  a 
practising  pharmacist,  he  thought  cogni- 
sance should  be  taken  in  the  national 
scheme :  - 

1.  That  the  dispensing  and  compounding  ol 
medicines  should  be  in  the  hands  of  pharmacists. 

2.  That  dispensing  under  a  National  Hcaltli 
Scheme  should  Ix^  done  mainly  through  regis- 
tered "open  slio]i"  channels,  at  an  increase  ol 
from  50  to  100  per  cent,  on  the  present  N.H.I, 
rates,  the  hgure  to  be  increased,  if  necessary, 
after  twelve  months'  experi^^nce. 

3.  That  all  preparations  intended  as  medicine 
for  human  consumption  should  be  sold  only  in 
duly  registered  premises.  (If  he  .were  to  enlarge 
on  tliis  subji^ct,  said  Mr.  Bateman,  he  would 
.itld  that  tiu'  (-(Miti-dl  of  the  ethical  side  ol 
l)hcu-uiac\-  should  be  left  to  whatever  Com- 
mittee were  established  to  govern  pharmacy.) 

4.  That  tlH>  control  of  such  premises  should 
remain  in  the  hands  of  the  present  democratic- 
ally elected  statutory  bodies  (i.e.,  in  England, 
the  Council  of  the  Society  and,  in  Scotland,  the 
Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch),  and 
that  those  bodies  should  be  respectiveh-  answer- 
able onlv  to  the  Minister  of  Health  or  the 
SecrelaiN  of  State  for  Scotland,  and  not  to  any 
C.o\(']nuient  Department. 

3.  That  patients  attending  health  centres- 
should  be  issued  with  prescriptions  to  be  dis- 
pensed outside,  by  a  chemist  chosen  by  the 
patient. 
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Pharmacists'  Policy 

Replying  to  Mr.  Bateman,  Mr.  Meldrum 
said  that,  although  pharmacy  had  received 
such  scanty  attention  in  the  White  Paper, 
pharmacists  should  concentrate  on  the 
opportunity  offered  them  to  meet  the 
Minister  in  consultation.  That  did  not, 
however,  involve  the  framing  of  a  policy  for 
presentation  to  the  Government.  They 
had  yet  to  receive  from  the  Minister  of 
Health  or  from  his  Departments  an  indica- 
tion of  how  far  they  intended  this  pharma- 
ceutical service  to  materialise.  Personally, 
he  would  fight  tooth  and  nail  against  the 
mere  extension  of  the  present  N.H.I, 
service.  They  must  not  be  content  to 
pmain  as  dispensers;   they  were  pharma- 

Iists  and  should  be  enabled  to  give  a 
omplete  pharmaceutical  service.  And  if 
hey  were  to  maintain  a  complete  profes- 
ional  service  as  pharmacists,  they  ought 
lot  to  dictate  to  the  Government  what 
:hey  thought  that  service  should  be,  but 
ivait  until  the  Government  had  framed 
:heir  policy.  Pharmacy  would  then  be  in 
L  much  stronger  position  to  tell  the  Govern- 
nent  what  they  thought  of  their  policy  and 
vhat  they  considered  ,would  be  a  suitable 
•emuneration.  It  would  be  dangerous  to 
JO  to  the  Government  and  interfere  at  such 
I  stage  as  this.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Bateman 
hat  the  status  of  the  pharmacist  should  be 
ecognised.  He  would  be  prepared  to  deal 
vith  pharmacists,  for  pharmacists,  but  not 
vith  those  who,  not  being  pharmacists, 
)resumed  to  dictate  the  pharmaceutical 
)olicy.  He  agreed  also  that  the  entire 
nedicaments  necessary  for  the  population 
)f  the  country  should  be  restricted  to  the 
lands  of  the  qualified  pharmacist.  In  one 
espect  Mr.  Bateman's  policy  was  slightly 
leficient.  They  had  certain  democratic 
)rinciples  in  this  country  which  must  be 
.bided  by.  They  had  a  democratically 
lected  Parliament,  and  that  Parliament 
ppointed  Ministers  who  were  answerable 

0  Parliament.  In  this  case,  the  particular 
luiister  concerned  was  the  Minister  of 
lealth.  Pharmacy  could  not,  therefore, 
gnore  him ;  he  must  be  the  centre  of 
ontrol  in  regard  to  this  Health  Scheme, 
n  Scotland,  they  had  a  Secretary  of  State, 
ut  in  matters  in  general  and  particularly 
a  regard  to  a  national  question,  he  had  to 
^ork  in  closest  collaboration  with  the 
linister  of  Health.   They  could  not  hope, 

1  Scotland,  to  secure  conditions  different 
:om  those  of  England.  They  rnight  differ 
n  some  points,  but  .  the  general  standard 
f  this  scheme  must  approximate  all  over 
le  country. 


Criticism  of  Joint  Committee 

Mr.  J.  Teesdale,  Edinburgh,  said 
members  were  indebted  to  Mr.  Meldrum 
for  a  concise  outline  of  the  proposals  lor 
a  national  pharmaceutical  service.  The 
ordinary  mem.bers  of  the  Society  were 
being  invited  to  express  their  opinions, 
and  he  would  like  to  offer  a  criticism — as 
he  had  done  on  previous  occasions — of  the 
composition  of  the  Joint  Committees, 
because  they  were  not  representative  of  all 
sections  of  pharmacy.  Although  the 
Scottish  Joint  Committee  had  now  co-opted 
two  employee  representatives,  the  English 
committee's  representation  was  still  drawn 
only  from  the  Council  of  the  Society,  the 
Executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  (Scotland).  The  Society's  secre- 
tary in  London  had  pointed  out  that  those 
bodies  had  the  advantage  of  a  substantial 
identity  of  outlook,  but  unfortunately  that 
identity  of  outlook  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  membership  of  those  bodies  was 
basically  the  same,  only  the  labels  being 
different.  They  were  predominantly  com- 
posed of  proprietor  pharmacists.  The 
Joint  Committee  should  contain  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharma- 
cists and  of  the  trade  unions  in  pharmacy. 

Employees  Should  be  Co-opted 

Such  interests  should  be  co-opted  at  the 
earliest  possible  opportunity.  The  result 
would  be  to  strengthen  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee and  to  render  it  more  able  to  formu- 
late proposals  that  would  take  into  account 
the  attitude  of  all  sections  of  pharmacy. 
In  providing  a  first-class  pharmaceutical 
service  they  must  be  prepared  to  sacrifice 
old  ideas  and  traditions.  The  proposals  of 
the  Joint  Committee  indicated  that  they 
had  approached  the  problem  with  a  view 
to  maintaining  the  status  quo.  It  was 
reasonable  and  practicable  that,  so  far  as 
possible,  the  existing  facilities  should 
continue  to  be  used,  but  he  did  not  agree 
that  every  one  of  the  15,000  pharmacies 
in  the  country  at  present  providing  a 
pharmaceutical  service  should  continue  to 
do  so.  There  had  been  a  50  per  cent, 
increase  in  the  number  of  chemists'  shops 
between  the  two  wars,  but  this  had  not 
raised  the  status  of  pharmacy  or  the 
standard  of  the  service  provided  by  them. 
The  Joint  Committee  should  organise  a 
survey  of  shops  to  discover  how  many  of 
them  would  be  capable  of  providing  a 
satisfactory  service.  The  final  figure,  he 
was  confident,  would  be  well  below  15,000.

Shops  and  the  Blackout 

"he welcome  announcement  by  Mr.  Herbert 
lorrison  (Minister  of  Home  Security)  that 
he  blackout  is  to  be  eased  on  September  17, 
k^hen  British  double  summer  time  ends,  has 
>rought  a  number  of  inquiries  from  the 
rade  regarding  the  position  of  shop  win- 
ows,  shop  doors  and  interiors  under  the 
lew  "half-lighting"  system.  At  present 
ight  may  be  displayed  from  a  shop  window 
nly  by  means  of  an  illuminated  sign,  the 
irightness  of  which  is  controlled  by  regu- 
ition,  and  every  chemist  is  familiar  with 
he  difficulty  of  effectively  preventing  the 
hewing  of  light  while  the  door  is  being  used. 
Vhile  the  partial  lifting  of  the  blackout, 
nnounced  by  Mr.  Morrison,  may  be  ex- 
•ected  to  provide  some  easement  in  this 
iirection,  inquiries  at  the  Ministry  of  Home 
Security  show  that  no  directions  have  yet 
leen  issued  dealing  specifically  with  lighting 
rrangements  in  shop  premises.  The  test 
f  "brightness"  to  be  applied  to  window 
ghts  generally  under  the  new  scheme  is 
hat  windows— other  than  skylights — need 
0  be  curtained  only  sutficiently  to  prevent 
bjects  inside  the  building  from  being  dis- 
inguishable  from  outside.     Skylights,  of 


course,  will  continue  to  be  blacked-out. 
This  ruling  is  obviously  inapplicable  to  shop 
windows  whose  function  is  to  display  and 
not  to  hide  their  contents,  or  to  shop  doors 
which,  unless  specially  protected,  are  bound 
to  allow  unscreened  light  to  escape. 

Shop-window  Lighting 

It  is  to  be  supposed  that  shop- window 
and  shop-door  lighting  will  be  the  subject 
of  special  consideration  by  the  Ministry  of 
Home  Security,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
any  concession  in  this  direction  will  be 
announced  sufficiently  early  to  enable 
shopkeepers  to  make  the  necessary  altera- 
tions to  their  lighting  systems  before  the 
dark  evenings  arrive.  So  far  as  we  can  see 
only  two  arguments  can  reasonably  be 
advanced  against  the  partial  lifting  of  the 
blackout  of  shop  windows;  (i)  that  some 
shopkeepers  may  not  be  particularly 
anxious  to  display  their  already  limited 
supplies  of  goods,  and  (2)  that  extra  fuel 
would  be  required  to  provide  for  the  in- 
creased consumption  of  current  used  to 
light  the  windows.  With  regard  to  the  first 
point  any  increased  business  resulting  from 
the  re-lighting  of  windows  would  be  a 
secondary  consideration  compared  with 
the  stimulating  effect  achieved  by  brighter 
shops  and  consequently  more  cheerful 
streets.  For  the  same  reason  the  compara- 
tively small  additional  fuel  consumption 
involved  would,  in  our  opinion,  be  amply 
justified  by  the  results.  A  rather  different 
problem  is  presented  in  connexion  with 
shop  doors.  While  every  retailer  will  be 
glad  to  see  an  end  to  the  ingenious,  but 
sometimes  maze-like,  structures  generally 
employed  to  prevent  the  escape  of  light, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  these  can  be  abol- 
ished short  of  a  complete  lifting  of  the 
blackout. 

Now  that  street  illumination  in  a 
modified  form  is  to  be  permitted,  the 
subject  of  shop  lighting,  in  all  its  aspects, 
should  be  receiving  the  urgent  consideration 
of  the  authorities.  Particularly  in  the 
"safe"  areas  of  the  country,  if  not  in 
"Southern  England,"  shaded  bulbs  of  a 
limited  wattage,  placed  well  at  the  back 
of  shop  windows  in  order  to  avoid  an 
outside  beam  of  light,  might  be  introduced 
as  a  temporary  measure  pending  the  return 
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to  full  use  of  normal  illumination,  which, 
we  hope,  circumstances  will  permit  at  no 
very  distant  date. 

Glandless  Ducts 

Many  months  ago  the  first  signs  of  a 
shortage  of  feeding-bottle  teats  began  to 
show  themselves.  As  often  happens,  they 
were  widely  misinterpreted.  Customers 
who  were  refused  at  one  shop  found,  for  a 
time,  that  they  could  buy  elsewhere. 
Chemists  imagined,  at  first,  that  supplies 
were  going  to  other  parts  of  the  country. 
And  if  teats  were  not  to  be  had  separately, 
it  was  possible  to  buy  a  complete  feeding 
bottle — until  these  too  became  exhausted. 
Today  the  famine  stands  revealed  as  acute 
and  general.  From  Kent,  Yorkshire,  South 
Wales  come  protests.    In  Scotland, 

"Notwithstanding  Government  statements 
that  more  rubber  has  been  released  for  the 
manufacture  of  feeding-bottle  teats,  it  is 
understood  that  there  is  an  extreme  scarcity 
of  these  articles  in  Scotland.  Even  those 
which,  on  rare  occasions  are  obtainable,  are 
of  the  poorest  quality,  and  complaints  are 
received  they  are  useless  after  a. few  days." 

In  a  West  Country  town,  the  following 
replies  were  received  by  a  customer  who 
went  from  chemist  to  chemist  in  the  hope 
of  securing  just  one  teat: — 

"Have  not  had  any  for  three  or  four  weeks 
but  might  possibly  have  a  few  tomorrow." 

"None  at  all  at  the  moment.  .  .  .  Had  a 
dozen  about  a  week  ago  (which  went  in  five 
minutes),  with  a  promise  of  more  to  come." 

"We  have  had  none  for  a  long  time — no 
promise  of  any." 

"None  here.  They  are  terribly  difficult  to 
get.  The  only  thing  to  do  is  try  every  chemist 
in  the  town.  We  had  a  dozen  yesterday,  but 
needless  to  say  they  were  soon  gone.  Cannot 
say  when  we  shall  get  any  more." 

"Practically  unobtainable.  The  Govern- 
ment have  made  a  muddle  and  are  now  trying 
to  rectify  it,  but  it  takes  tune.  Have  not  had 
any  for  weeks  and  no  promise  of  any  at  the 
moment.  If  you  have  the  chance  you  nmst 
take  whatever  kind  you  can  get  and  think 
yourself  lucky." 

How  the  babies  get  fed  at  all  is  rather 
a  mystery.  Presumably  willi  a  spoon,  for 
one  person  stated:  "I  know  women  who 
take  two-and-a-half  hours  four  times  a  day 
to  feed  their  babies,"  and  all  who  have  tried 
the  methcxl  will  appreciate  that  it  is  hardly 
an  exaggeration,  and  that  a  good  deal  of 
milk  will  have  been  wasted  in  the  process. 


There  have  been  protests,  of  course,  and 
chemists  have  taken  a  hand  in  bringing 
home  to  the  authorities  the  true  state  of 
affairs.  In  Scarborough  twelve  chemists 
joined  with  200  mothers  in  sending  a  peti- 
tion to  the  Ministry.  A  Scottish  pharmacist 
had  a  letter  published  in  the  "Sunday 
Post"  in  which  he  wrote: — 

"As  a  pharmacist  in  the  North-east  of 
Scotland,  1  would  be  interested  to  know  how 
fellow-chemists  elsewhere  are  coping  with 
the  latest  bureaucratic  nuKkilc — the  scan- 
dalous shortage  of  teats  and  \  alves  for  babies' 
feeding  bottles.  In  my  shop  we  have  had 
twenty-four  teats  and  twelve  valves  for  a 
month.  We  understand  some  places  are 
worse  off.  Mothers  will  have  noticed  the  very 
poor  quality  of  teats  due  to  the  incorporation 
of  15  per  cent,  of  synthetic  rubber  with 
natural  rubber.  These  teats  wear  out  very 
quickly.  At  present  I  haven't  a  feeding  bottle 
or  a  teat  in  the  shop,  nor  have  other  chemists 
in  the  town.  To  put  it  mildly,  it  does  seem 
to  me  ironical  that,  in  spite  of  our  extreme 
shipping  shortage  earlier  in  the  war,  orange 
juice  and  vitamins  were  shipped  across  the 
Atlantic.  Who  is  the  bureaucrat  who  has 
deprived  the  babies  of  the  means  of  t. iking 
these  foods?  If  we  can  ship  vitamins,  surely 
we  can  spare  enough  rubber  to  administer 
them." 

Too  Little  and  Too  Late 

It  would  not  be  true  that  no  official  action 
has  been  taken  to  meet  the  shortage.  On 
June  20,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  a 
questioner  was  told  "Additional  rubber 
has  been  released,  and  a  further  increase 
is  in  contemplation."  On  July  5  it  was 
stated  that  the  manufacture  of  "dummy" 
teats  was  illegal,  and  that  arrangements 
had  been  made  to  increase  the  raw  materials 
available  for  making  feeding-bottle  teats. 
In  a  letter  to  a  Member  of  Parliament, 
cpioted  in  a  provincial  newspaper  on  Sep- 
tember y,  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  wrote  that  he  had  arranged  for  the 
release  of  a  further  substantial  quantity  of 
rubber  to  the  manufacturers.  The  public 
has  a  right  to  inquire  why  these  extra 
supplies,  allocated  so  long  ago  as  June, 
have  failed  to  become  converted  into  more 
than  a  trickle  of  supjilies.  The  chemists, 
who  have  been  called  upon  to  exercise 
considerable  discretion  in  disposing  of  the 
restricted  supplies  have  now  an  additionaJ 
worry  which  concerns  their  own  position^ 
When  the  augmented  supplies  become 
available,   how  will   they  be  distributed? 
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'he  following  advertisement,  which  ap- 
eared  in  a  newspaper  in  South-east  England 
n  September  5,  suggests  disquieting  possi- 
ilities  : — 

"The  Council  understand  that  residents 
have  been  experiencing  difficulty  in  obtaining 
rubber  teats  for  babies'  feeding  bottles  from 
local  sources,  and  to  remedy  the  position  they 
have  purchased  stocks  which  are  available  at 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
Council  Offices,  where  mothers  should  make 
application  for  supplies." 

The  chemist  bears  the  brunt  of  the 
ustomers'  wrath,  following  a  shortage  due

Re-engagement  of  Returned 
Ex-employees 

HE  replacement  in  their  previous  employ- 
ent  of  members  of  the  staffs  of  business 
mcerns  who  have  been  withdrawn  for 
ilitary  service  is  covered  by  the  Rein- 
atement  in  Civil  Employment  Act,  1944. 
his  requires  the  last  employer  prior  to 
ilistment  to  reinstate  in  employment,  on 
s  return  to  civilian  life,  any  former 
nployee  who  wants  his  job  back.  The 
ct  applies  to  both  men  and  women,  and  , 
le  employees  concerned  are  those  who 
sre  employed  for  a  period  of  at  least  four 
seks  before  joining  up.  The  obligation  is 
I  the  employer  to  reinstate  the  returned 
irson,  "if  reasonable  and  practicable,"  in 
e  occupation  he  filled  before  joining  up, 
id  on  terms  and  conditions  not  less  favour- 
)le  than  those  which  would  have  applied 
he  had  remained  in  civilian  life.  If  it  is 
)t  "reasonable  and  practicable"  for  the 
:-employee  to  be  taken  back  into  his 
rmer  occupation,  the  obligation  is  met  by 
oviding  employment  in  the  most  favour- 


able alternative  occupation  and  on  the 
most  favourable  terms  and  conditions. 

The  Act  gives  guidance  on  what  is  and 
what  is  not  "reasonable  and  practicable." 
Thus,  it  is  not  reasonable  to  dismiss  a  person 
who  at  the  time  the  returned  employee 
joined  up  was  already  in  employment,  and 
whose  employment  was  not  less  permanent 
in  character  than  that  of  the  ex-Service 
person.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  considered 
"reasonable  and  practicable"  to  dismiss  any 
person  not  having  the  qualifications  men- 
tioned ;  e.g.,  if  a  new  employee  is  taken 
on  to  replace  one  taken  into  the  Forces, 
and  the  substitute  in  turn  joined  up,  both 
come  under  the  Act,  but  on  receiving  their 
service  discharge  the  first  takes  priority  in 
re-engagement,  and  the  employer  is  not 
bound  to  re-employ  the  substitute  employee 
if  it  is  not  "reasonable  and  practicable"  for 
him  to  do  so.  Should  the  substituted  person 
be  the  first  to  return  to  -civilian  life  and 
become  re-employed,  the  original  employee 
is  still  entitled  to  the  position  when  he 
returns,  but  the  substitute  is  not  necessarily 
discharged.  Only  if  there  is  no  job  avail- 
able is  the  employer  within  the  law  in 
dismissing  him. 

No  "Extras"  for  Christmas 

There  is  general  confidence  that  recent 
military  events  promise  an  early  end  to 
the  European  war.  Chemists  naturally  are 
among  those  who  want  to  know  if  increased 
supplies  of  toilet  goods  will  be  available 
for  this  year's  Christmas  trade.  The 
answer,  provided  in  response  to  inquiries 
to  some  of  the  manufacturers  themselves, 
is  entirely  negative.  To  supply  goods 
of  the  nature  required  for  the  Christmas 
trade  in  excess  of  the  present  negligible 
quotas,  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
would  be  required,  more  labour  would  be 
needed  and  increased  quantities  of  raw 
materials  would  have  to  be  provided.  In 
an)^  event  the  makers  would  not  have  time 
to  produce  any  substantial  quantity  of  this 
type  of  goods.  Whilst  the  authorities 
appreciate  that  the  provision  of  an  adequate 
and  regular  supply  of  toilet  goods  is  a 
matter  of  considerable  public  importance  in 
war-time,  it  would  be  difificult  to  make  out 
a  case  for  extra  supplies  for  Christmas  on 
grounds  of  necessity.  In  the  event  of  the 
most  favourable  turn  in  the  war  situation, 
no  extra  supplies  of  seasonable  goods  will 
be  forthcoming  tliis  year. 
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SOME  TROPICAL  DISEASES  AND  THEIR  TREATMENT

II.  Diseases  due  to  Bacteria 

Bacillary  DYSENTERY  has  always  been  one 
of  the  main  problems  of  war  for  armies  in 
the  field,  and  is  generally  more  common 
than  amoebic  dysentery,  which  it  often 
precedes.  The  disease  exists  in  four  forms 
due  to  distinct  species  of  Bacillus  dysen- 
teries, each  form  named  after  the  discoverer, 
and  known  as  Shiga,  Flexner,  Sonne  and 
Schmitz,  respectively.  They  are  indis- 
tinguishable microscopically,  being  identi- 
fied by  their  fermenting  action  on  certain 
sugars  and  by  the  type  of  antigen  which 
they  set  up.  Shiga  dysentery  is  the  most 
virulent,  and  it  is  strongly  endemic  in  many 
tropical  countries  and  the  Far  East;  men 
returning  to  this  country  may  be  carriers 
of  the  bacillus  and  become  possible  sources 
of  infection.  In  this  type  an  exotoxin  is 
produced,  and  thus  Shiga  dysentery  is 
usually  serious.  Flexner  dysentery  occurs 
sporadically  in  Great  Britain  and  may 
become  epidemic,  whilst  Sonne  dysentery, 
although  not  always  recognised,  is  a  mild 
and  fairly  common  type  here.  Schmitz 
dysentery  is  rare,  and  confined  to  the 
tropics.  Much  dysentery  escapes  notice 
in  this  country,  but  the  conclusion  is 
gradually  being  reached  that  Shiga,  Flexner 
and  Sonne  types  are  endemic  here  and  not 
recognised  in  the  absence  of  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  stools  in  some  cases 
diagnosed  as  gastro-inlluenza,  colitis,  etc. 

Prophylaxis  and  Treatment 

I^ho  spread  of  l:)acillar\-  dvsentery  is 
usually  the  result  of  bad  sanitation  and 
faulty  hygiene,  and  is  disseminated  by 
human  carriers  and  fiies,  mainly  by  way  of 
food,  the  bacillus  entering  the  body  through 
the  mouth.  Attention  to  cleanliness  and 
cajctul  c()ntix)l  of  foodstuffs,  therefore, 
reduce  the  incidence  of  the  disease.  Pro- 
tection against  the  Shiga  type  of  dysen- 
tery may  be  obtained  by  injection  of 
serum  antidysentericum  (Shiga),  B.P. ,  but 
there  is  no  satisfactory  prophylactic  treat- 
ment for  other  types  of  the  disease  although 
a  polyvalent  serum  has  been  prepared. 
Serum  may  also  be  given  when  the  disease 
has  been  contracted,  but  is  not  considered 
effective  after  the  fourth  day.  The  potent 
exotoxin  produced  by  the  Shiga  bacillus 
makes  rest  in  bed  essential  for  this  type,  as 
the  toxin  affects  heart  muscle. 


Shiga  dysentery  is  the  type  prevalent  in 
Japan,  and  it  has  been  noted  that  American 
troops  in  New  Guinea  contracted  this 
form.  It  may  be  expected  more  often 
as  the  enemy  retreats.  Remarkable  results 
have  been  obtained,  especially  in  Shiga 
dysentery,  with  sulphaguanidine,  the  ust- 
of  which  has  cut  down  hospital  time  con- 
siderably by  replacing  the  old  palliative 
measures,  wdiich  consisted  in  eliminating  the 
bacillus  by  means  of  saline  mixtures.  Serum 
antidysentericum  (Shiga)  is  given  at  the 
same  time,  and  it  is  an  important  com])le- 
ment  to  this  treatment.  Succinyl  sulpha- 
thiazole  has  been  used  with  success,  but 
sulphapyridine  and  sulphanilaniidc  arc  noi 
so  effective.  Phthalyl  sulphathiazole  may 
prove  useful  in  bacillary  dysentery,  but  it^ 
value  has  not  yet  been  clinically  proved. 
The  different  groups  of  dysentery  vary  in 
their  response  to  sulphonamides,  and  in 
Great  Britain  the  treatment  of  Sonne 
dysentery  with  sulphaguanidine  has  so  far 
proved  disappointing. 

The  Spread  of  Plague 

Epidemics  of  plague  have  been  the  curse 
of  mankind  for  centuries,  and  it  is'  only  now 
that  its  nature  and  the  contributory  factors 
in  its  distribution  are  iniderstood,  The 
"Black  Death"  is,  perhaps,  the  most  out- 
standing example  of  plague  in  the  hist(jry 
of  this  country.  In  spite  of  extensive 
overseas  commerce  with  countries  where 
plague  is  endemic,  this  country  has  been 
free  from  the  disease  for  many  years.  This 
is  due  to  the  careful  supervision  by  port 
health  authorities  of  all  incoming  vessofs. 
Plague  may  occur  in  all  large  ports,  a.- 
exemplified  by  a  recent  sh(^rt  appearance 
in  Port  Said. 

In  India  and  China  and  parts  of  Africa, 
plague  is  endemic.  It  is  due  to  Pasteuyella 
pcsiis,  epizootic  among  rats,  particularly  th( 
black  rat-,  Rattus  rattiis,  which  are  ^\•idel> 
infected.  The  disease  in  rats  is  spread  b) 
the  rat  fiea,  Xenopsylla  clieopsis,  whiel" 
infects  them  with  pasteurella  and  ther 
sucks  up  the  blood,  which  is  swarming  with 
bacteria  owing  to  their  rapid  multiplication 

The  bacteria  in  the  blood  sucked  up  b) 
the  Ilea  multiply  in  its  proventriculus,  01 
gullet,  and  eventually  block  up  the  en- 
trance to  its  stomach  so  that  it  is  in  dang© 
of  starvation.  The  gullet  becomes  dis 
tended,  and  when  the  flea  attacks  man,  an 
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appens  if  the  rat  dies  or  the  starvation 
ecomes  excessive,  the  distension  causes 
n  elastic  recoil  so  that  the  plague  bacteria 
re  forcibly  injected  into  the  blood  stream, 
'he  infection  may  spread  among  man  by 
he  human  flea,  and  possibly  other  vectors. 

Plague  may  appear  in  three  forms.  The 
iibonic  form,  with  the  characteristic 
buboes,"  is  often  followed  by  the  pneu- 
lonic  type  in  which  the  bacteria  attack 
he  lungs.  This  form  of  the  disease  is  very 
ifectious,  being  transmitted  by  droplet 
ifection,  and  it  is  this  form  which  is 
esponsible  for  widespread  epidemics.  A 
hird  type  is  the  septicaemic,  when  intense 
nfection  of  the  blood  takes  place.  Bubonic 
lague  gets  its  name  from  the  lymphatic 
wellings  in  the  groin,  under  the  armpits, 
tc,  which  are  known  as  "buboes."  These 
uppurate  and  are  very  painful.  There  is 
ever  and  headaches,  a  staggered  gait,  and 
irostration.  Buboes  are  absent  in  pneu- 
[lonic  and  septicaemic  plague.  There  is  no 
[articular  treatment  for  the  disease  except 
irge  doses  of  anti-plague  serum  given 
itravenously,  and  careful  nursing.  Sul- 
honamides,  especially  sulphapyridine,  are 
bated  to  be  of  some  value,  but  this  has 
ot  been  satisfactorily  confirmed. 

nteric  Fever  (Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid) 

These  two  similar  fevers  may  conveni- 
itly  be  dealt  with  together.     Once  the 
jrse  of  campaigning  armies,  they  have 
een  effectively    reduced   by  inoculation 
ith    T.A.B.    vaccine    (vaccinum  typho- 
aratyphosum,  B.P.)    Typhoid  fever  is  due 
)  B.  typhosus  and  is  usually  more  severe 
lan  paratyphoid.  The  bacillus  is  destroyed 
y  the  acid  of  the  stomach,  and  therefore 
LUst  pass  this  organ  when  the  acid  content 
negligible,  that  is,  between  meals.  From 
le  gut  it  passes  to  and  multiplies  in  the 
)leen  and  gall  bladder  before  ret\irning 
)  the  bowel  to  continue  multiplication, 
ere  it  sets  up  small  ulcers  in  the  intestinal 
all  which  may  burst  and  cause  peritonitis. 
Paratyphoid  exists  in  three  forms  known 
;  paratyphoid  fever  A,  B  and  C.  The 
icteria  causing  these  fevers  are  distinct, 
.  paratyphosus  A  most  closely  resembling 
.  typhosus.     This  form  is  usually  more 
)mmon  in  the  East ;  that  ^ound  in  Europe 
due  to  B.  paratyphosus  B.     It  is  not 
>ssible  to  differentiate  these  two  fevers 
inically,   bacteriological   tests   being  re- 
ared.    Paratyphoid  C,  due  to  B.  para- 
phosus  C,  is  common  in  the  Balkans  and 
casionally  in  India.    It  dift'ers  from  the 
her  two  organisms  bacteriologically  and 
the  clinical  picture  of  the  fever. 


Typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers,  fiko 
bacillary  dysentery,  are  due  to  carelessness 
in  the  control  of  food  and  excreta,  dirty 
drinking  water,  and  flies  vvhicli  act  as 
mechanical  carriers  of  the  bacteria.  Typhoid, 
in  particular,  is  often  due  to  excreta,  from 
carriers  of  the  disease,  fouling  water  sup- 
plies eventually  used  for  drinking  pur- 
poses, as  has  been  exemplified  during  the 
last  few  years  by  several  outbreaks  in  this 
country.  Typhoid  is  essentially  a  water- 
borne  disease,  and  ceaseless  vigilance  is 
required  over  all  water  supplies ;  chlorina- 
tion  should  be  carried  out  whenever  there 
is  fear  of  contamination.  Typhoid  fever 
often  follows  in  the  wake  of  modern  armies 
and  bombing  aeroplanes,  when  water  pipes 
and  sewers  may  so  easily  be  damaged  by 
bombardment.  It  would  appear  that,  but 
for  the  carrier,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid 
fevers  would  no  longer  exist  as  endemic 
diseases. 

Prophylaxis  of  enteric  fever  depends 
upon  the  use  of  T.A.B.  vaccine,  and  is  a 
routine  treatment  for  persons  proceeding  to 
countries  where  the  disease  is  endemic. 
Palliative  methods  and  careful  nursing  are 
essentia],  there  being  no  specific  remedy. 

Cholera  in  India 

This  disease,  which  is  endemic  in  many 
parts  of  tropical  and  subtropical  countries, 
is  due  to  a  vibrio,  or  comma-shaped,  bac- 
terium, Vibrio  cholercs.  It  is  a  particularly 
virulent  disease  in  parts  of  India,  where  it 
is  of  long  standing.  The  vibrio  produces  an 
endotoxin  in  the  small  intestine,  and  it  is 
transmitted  mainly  by  the  human  cholera 
carrier,  but  may  also  be  spread  by  flies. 
It  spreads  rapidly  in  areas  with  backward 
sanitary  conditions.  The  disease  has  been 
absent  from  this  country  for  many  years, 
but  the  possibility  of  soldiers  returning  from 
India  as  carriers  must  not  be  overlooked. 
It  is  often  water-borne,  and  care  must  be 
taken  to  ensure  the  purity  of  all  water 
supplies.  The  disease  is  characterised  b}^ 
frequent  watery  stools,  the  patient  losing 
considerable  quantities  of  water  in  a  rela- 
tively short  time.  In  this  the  disease 
simulates  bacillary  dysentery,  but  the  loss 
of  water  in  cholera  is  much  more  acute. 
Associated  with  this  is  thickening  of  the 
blood  until  the  specific  gravity  is  abnor- 
mally high,  shrivelling  of  the  skin,  non- 
functioning of  the  kidneys,  great  thirst, 
apathy,  coma  and  eventually  death  take 
place.  Protection  is  given  with  anti-cholera 
vaccine,  which  is  an  immunising  inocula- 
tion only.

I Ike  Kastril,  "A  gentleman  newly  warm 
in  his  land,  Scarce  cold  in  his 
one-and-twenty,"  Strathpeffer,  on 
qualifying,  had  desired  a  career  in  pharmacy 
puris  naturalibus — pure  pharmacy,  un- 
adorned and  untrammelled,  free  from  the 
"adjuvants"  of  pharmaceutical  practice. 
Surely  pharmacy  was  not  the  "  emaciated 
profession  it  pretended  to  be.!  His  first 
professional  experience  was  as  "dispenser" 
in  a  poor-law  in- 
stitution (now 
promoted  to  the 
status  of  "hospi- 
tal," in  the  opti- 
mistic belief  that 
patients  are  thus 
spared  the  humi- 
liation of  poor-law 
a  d  m  i  n  i  stration) . 
The  status  and 
remuneration 
were  such  that 
Strathpeffer  won- 
dered how  any 
pharmacist  of  ability  and  intelligence  suff- 
ered the  doubtful  advantage  of  practising 
pure  pharmacy  by  remaining  in  the  public 
service.  On  taking  over  his  Uncle  Caleb's 
pharmacy,  he  soon  realises  that  the  hypo- 
thesis of  economic  security  based  on 
"pure"  pharmacy  is  so  much 
Ars  sacra, 

Or  chyrsopoeia  or  spagj^rica, 
Or  the  pamphysick  or  panarchick  knowledge^ 
Nevertheless,  we  find  that  Strathpeffer 
has  a  sufficient  residuum  of  craft  idealism 
to  avoid  such  side-lines  as  {a)  are  undigni- 
fied, and  (/;)  do  not  show  a  fairly  high 
margin  of  profit.  The  problem  which  is 
the  better  in  the  long  run-  a  turnover 
based  on  the  sale  of  a  large  miscellany 
at  a  small  percentage  profit,  or  a  fewer 
departures  from  pharmaceutical  grace  at  a 
higher  rate  of  profit — is  solved  by  Strath-

peffer  in  favour  of  the  latter.  The  principle 
of  the  conservation  of  energy  is,  it  will  be 
conceded,  not  restricted  to  physics.

"Trade  is  dull"  and  "moving  along  very 
quietly"  are  among  the  comments  received 
during  the  past  few  days  from  dealers  in 
drugs  and  chemicals.  Most  reports  agree 
that  the  slightly  better  conditions  obtaining 
in  recent  weeks  have  deteriorated,  leaving 
business  once  again  practically  devoid  of 
interest.  What  may  be  termed  "general 
routine  business"  is,  of  course,  being  car- 
ried  on,  but  the  quantities  involved  are 
strictly  limited  by  the  stocks  available. 
Prices  of  Crude  Drugs  show  practically 
no  change  on  the  week.  Among  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals,  makers' 
prices  remain  at  about  the  levels  recently 
prevailing.

■  Business  in  these  commodities  has  been 
mainly  confined  to  the  filling  of  small 
routine  orders  from  the  consuming  trades, 
but  prices  are  generally  firm.

Add  penicillin 
solution  (500  units  per  c.c.)  in  quantity 
sufficient  to  give  a  final  strength  of  100 
units  per  gram  in  the  cream.  Use  a 
wooden  spatula  for  spreading  the  cream  on 
the  prepared  dressings. 

Bromo-Acid. —  N.  R. — This  is  the  trade 
name  for  tetrabromofluorescein,  a  dye 
used  in  modern  lipsticks  ;  phloxin,  erythro- 
sin  and  eosin  are  other  members  of  the  same 
group.

Police  Court  Action. —  C.  E. — If  you  are
